Claims 11,13 and 33-35 are pending herein. Of these claims, 

Claims 1 and 33 are in independent form and read as follows (italics added): 

1 . An osteogenic implant in the form of a flexible 
sheet comprising a coherent mass of bone- 
derived particles, the coherent mass formed at 
least in part from elongate bone-derived 
elements optionally in combination with bone 
powder, the osteoimplant possessing an 
average void volume of not greater than about 
32%. 
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
